FAMILY MEETINGS 


since the first families sat 
around primitive fire pits in 
cold, dark caves, there have 
been family meetings, says 
Jane Conoley, professor and 
chairman of the department 
of Educational Psychology at 
the University of Nebraska, 
Lincoln. Long ago such dis- 
cussions were probably used 
for real-world problem- 
solving; planning how to best 
cross the raging river on a trip 
west or planning what chores 
needed doing in the morning. 


| 


Recent research, Conoley 
adds, shows that families with 
rituals for celebrating, plan- 
ning, and problem-solving are 
psychologically healthier, 
especially if there is an on- 
going, regular time set aside 
to discuss family matters. 

"Family meetings are not 
meant to be a dreaded time. 
They are not punishment 
periods. A family meeting is a 
time to discuss, to air com- 
plements, to plan activities 
or schedules, and to solve 
problems," Conoley says. "It's 
not a group confession time." 

Conoley suggests that parents 
establish a family meeting 
routine when children are 
young—before adolescence, 
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if possible—because teen- 
agers who are not accus- 
tomed to the practice might 
balk at the perceived formality. 
She observes there is no ideal 
approach to, or agenda for, a 
meeting, but the time can be 
devoted to anything from 
reviewing the complex family 
calendar of activities to 
planning for a special trip. 
Conoley warns parents to 
avoid meetings that de- 
teriorate into gripe sessions. 
Any criticism—either parent- 
to-parent or to the children— 
should be delivered individu- 
ally, and not at the family 
meeting. If there are deci- 


sions that must be made 
unilaterally, the parents should 
be clear that these issues are 
not up for discussion. 

Solving problems shouldn't 
be the only concern of family 
meetings. “Try to keep a light, 
relaxed touch,” Conoley says. 
"Don't just hold meetings 
when there is a crisis.” 

Conoley says she and her 
husband—also a psychol- 
ogist—have a weekly family 
meeting with their children, 

a time when everyone knows 
they will have a meal to- 
gether. “It’s a counterweight 
to the fragmentation of life 
today,” she says, “and it helps 
keep us communicating.”

Good for You 


TEAM SPORTS AND KIDS 


The benefits of involving 
children in sports are gen- 
erally well-known: team 
sports offer fitness and fun 
and teach children how to 
work and play well with 
others. 

But there are some risks to 
team sports, and experts 
suggest that parents be aware 
of a few basics before they 
leave their child on the 
practice field. 

The good news is that pre- 
adolescent children don t 
have high injury rates if they 
are well-supervised and use 
appropriate, functional safety 
equipment, says William 
Risser, M.D., professor of 
Pediatrics at the University of 
Texas Medical School in 
Houston and chairman of the 
American Academy of 
Pediatrics’ Committee on 
Sports Medicine and Fitness. 
It is only as children get 
heavier and begin to play 
the more dangerous sports— 
football, wrestling and 
hockey—that injury rates rise. 

Parents should make sure 
that safety equipment is re- 
quired, that it fits the players, 
and that the equipment is in 
good condition. 

Risser adds that coaches 
should enforce the rules of 
any game aggressively be- 
cause many of the rules relate 
to basic safety. “Coaches,” he 
says, should also instruct the 
children in proper technique 
and provide adequate warm- 
up periods before a game. 
Many injuries are caused by 
improper technique.” 

Coaches and parents 
should make sure that the 
playing environment is safe, 
that glass or debris is re- 
moved from the playing field, 
and that any obstacles a child

could run into are removed 
or well-marked. Adults super- 
vising the sport should know 
first aid and CPR, adds Risser, 
and coaches must ensure that 
the players avoid training ex- 
cesses.

On hot and humid 
days, Risser says players 
should wear limited, light- 
weight clothing. 

Despite all these caveats, 
Risser emphasizes that there 
is a sport for every child, even 
those with chronic medical 
conditions or unique lim- 
itations. “Some kids who have 
certain conditions—most 
commonly, asthma—are, in 
fact, typically over-restricted. 
Most asthmatics can play any 
sport they want to, if they are 
taking the right medications.” 

For children with rare con- 
ditions-such as having only 
one kidney or having uncor- 
rectable vision in one eye- 
some sports may not bea 
good idea, says Risser. "But if 
you have to disqualify a kid 
from one sport, chances are 
there is another sport that will 
be fine and will offer little or 
no risk to the child." 
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The American Academy of 
Pediatrics recommends that 
parents discuss any particular 
concérs about their child 
and a sport with their 
physician. “The key,” says 
Risser, “is that the children 
are having fun and that the 
programs are adjusted to 
their developmental level and 
interests.”

WHEN A PET SOUNDS

It's adorable-a darling little 
kitten peeking out of the top 
of a Christmas stocking or a 
puppy jumping out of a gift 
box to greet the family. But 
experts warn that if you are 
not an intimate member of 
the family, it may not bea 
good idea to give a pet as a 
holiday gift. 

The problem, says Jacque 
Schultz, a manager with 
Companion Animal Services 
in New York, is that the pet 
has to specifically meet the 
needs and expectations for 
an entire family. 

While a gift giver usually 
has the children in mind 
when selecting a pet, Schultz 
says itis the parents who are 
ultimately responsible for its 
care. And when the children's 
social lives and interests 
change in adolescence, it will 
be the parents who pick up 
the pet-related chores that 
may have once seemed so 
exciting to a younger child. 

When family members 
think of a perfect pet, one 
person imagines a Great Dane 
while another sees a Minia- 
ture Poodle. People's pet 
preferences vary, Schultz 
says, and often people don't 
realize what they want until 
they see a particular animal 
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and discuss the possibilities. 

Some issues are more 
practical: If the living room 
carpet is off-white, a dark- 
haired animal may not be an 
easy-to-live-with choice. Also 
important in choosing a pet is 
the problem of allergies. A 
prospective gift-giver should 
know if anyone in the family 
is allergic to pet hair, dander 
or saliva. 

And then there's the

challenge of the holidays 
themselves, which Schultz 
says are absolutely the worst 
time to bring a new animal 
into a home. "The tantalizing 
decorations, the rich food, 
the chaos, the people—these 
all pose risks to a new puppy 
or kitten." 

Schultz does have advice 
for those wishing to give 
friends or relatives a pet for 
the holidays: Consider mak- 
ing up a starter-kit basket, 
with a check, or a voucher 
good for one free kitten or 
puppy at the local animal 
shelter. Appropriate bowls 
and toys and an information 
book could be added to 
make the gift festive. 

Then when life settles 
down, the family can go out 
together to select—and bond 
with—a pet they can enjoy 
for years to come.

Chestnut, whose own 
high school experience was at an ethnically diverse high 
school in Cerritos, California, realizes the full impact of Green's 
story. "Wow. This is 1992. | don't know, but I can really 
imagine what those kids actually felt back in 1957." 

In the fall of that year, despite an earlier, unanimous 
Supreme Court decision that ended segregation, Green and 
eight other African-American students were greeted at the 
school not only by a mob of irate citizens but also by the 


brightest lights. 
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Arkansas National Guard, which had been ordered by Governor 
Orville E. Faubus to resist desegregation. The event made national 
headlines, and President Dwight D. Eisenhower countered Faubus 
by federalizing the Guard. When Green and his fellow students 
were finally escorted by troops into Central High on September 25, 
1957, it marked the first time in 81 years—since Reconstruction had 
ended and Union troops were withdrawn from the South—that 
federal troops were used to protect African-American rights. 

Still, safe entry into Central High was only the beginning of a 
long school year for the Little Rock Nine, particularly for Ernest 
Green, the only senior in the group. Chestnut remarks on his 
character's strength: "To be 17 years old, and in that time 
period to go to a high school where there are 2,000 of them and 
nine of you—because that's what it was, them and you,—it 
seemed to me that Ernest Green had to be a person of tremen- 
dous courage and tremendous determination. l respect that a 
great deal." 

His character's determination is what Chestnut, a rapidly- 
rising star of television and motion pictures, most identified 
with. "When Ernest wanted to get into that school and 
graduate, you know, he showed great determination. He was 
going to do it and there was nothing that was going to stop him 
from doing it. When | got into this industry, | told myself, Tm 
going to do it and there's nothing that's going to stop me from 
doing it.” 

Unlike many actors, Chestnut did not have a childhood 
dream to grow up and become a successful actor. He had 
never taken an acting class because acting wasn't offered at his 
high school. And he emulated no favorite movie star because 
his parents, a sheet metal worker and a special education 
teacher, were his role models, and still are. But when Chestnut 


was assigned by his high school English teacher to perform a 
scene in class, he enjoyed it. Then when he was invited to see a 
friend perform in a play, he was intrigued. And later, when a 
younger friend who was attending Chestnut's alma mater said 
that his former English teacher still talked about how good he 
was in the scene he performed for class, Chestnut began to 
blaze his trail. 

Chestnut enrolled in drama classes at junior college, and 
then took an acting class in Hollywood, just 
to see how he fared. “But | did it very 
quietly, because to me this was an endeavor 
that | wanted to keep between myself and 
whoever | had to tell, like my boss, so that |

Indeed, almost as the curtain came 
down on last year's show, preparations 
for the the 3rd annual gala were under 
away. Applications were already 
flooding into the Center for Civic 
Education, which assisted in the 
development of The American Teacher 
Awards and which administers the 
selection process. 

Evaluation of the applications began 
in March. "The selection committee is 
comprised of representatives from the 
nation's leading education 
organizations," explains Tam Taylor of 
the Center for Civic Education. "This 
year, we had a two-tiered level of review, 
one in Southern California, the other in 
Washington, DC." At the first level of 
review, the applications were winnowed 
down, and then forwarded to the 


committee in Washington, DC, where the 


field was narrowed to three teachers for 
each of 12 subject categories. 

The criteria for the process, says 
Taylor, "are original ideas in teaching, 
committment to the profession, and fine 
interaction in the classroom. It's difficult 
to make the selections," she adds. 
"There's such an array of outstanding 
teachers to choose from." 

With the 36 honorees selected, 
camera crews from The Disney Channel 
fanned out across the country to create 
five to six minute profiles of the 
honorees. (All profiles will air 
individually on The Disney Channel as 
The Disney Channel Salutes The 
American Teacher; profiles premiere 
Tuesdays at 8:50 p.m., ET/PT, and encore 
sunday at 3:50 p.m.) "We shot profiles at 
60 school sites in 55 cities and towns in
